This young lady died at her father’s house, in Goshen, 
Con., on the 20th day of September, 1826, aged 19 
years. The remarkable particulars of her history 
would arrest the attention’ of every pious mind if we 
were at liberty fuliy to reveal then; but delicacy to 
surviving friends will not permit a disclosure of some 
of the most striking events which checkered her life. 
In the autumn of 1824, being ona visit to Boston, her 
attention was arrested at a Methodist prayer-meeting. 
While Mr. George Sutherland was engaged in prayer 
for the salvation of the heathen, she was Iced to consi- 
der herself far worse than the heathen, living as she 
did in this Christian land without an interest in Christ. 
For many days she was a motrner for her sins and 
was much bowed down with asense of her guilt and 
wickedness; but, at length, it pleased the Lord to ap- 
pear fur her, and speek peace to her troubled mind. 
She appeared indeed to be brought into the liberty of 
the gospel. She became a bright and shining light.
